“Being a party We are anxious to 
have the opinions that our party rep- 
resents put into force tn the opera- 
tions of the government. The only 
way we can do that is by electing a 
Congress and a President who will 
carry them out. Now, that means 
that we have to be a single party 
and not a part of two parties. 1 
don't think we are unfair in asking 
that we be given a chance for a fair 
fight, and in counting those against 
us who are not with us. To have a 
man on both sides of the fight when 
we are on one side is uncomfortable, 
especially when he is behind you. 

“Before the convention it is all 
right that we should differ as to the 
men best qualified to represent us, 
and the Republican party its carry- 
ing out the principles of the party. 
But after the convention each voter's 
influence should carry its proper and 
proportional weight in the election of 
the party’s candidates. We have 
been seeking to find a place in which 
we could fight for our common prin- 
ciples and know our enemies and 
our friends. I think we have done 
well. I am sure, from what I have 
heard in Maryland, that you have 
taken long steps in that direction. 

DEMANDS FAIR FIGHT. 

“All we ask is a fair fight. A man 
cannot be in the Republican party 
and in a third party at the same time.

LIBEL OF DR. WILSON 
CONTROVERTED. 


The Republican managers believe 
that Dr. Wilson's cause has been hurt 
considerably by the Governor's asser- 
tion in his Gloucester speech. Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Wilson is regarded 
by the farmers of the country as their 
greatest benefactor. The man who 
could make two blades of grass grow 
where only one has grown before, with 
a wealth of collateral experiente geo- 
ond tothat of no other man in the 
land, he took charge of the agricultural 
portfolio, by appointment of Presidnt 
McKinley in 1897, and has made is 
one of the greatest departments of the 
government. Prior to Wilson's day 
the Department of Agriculture was 
somewhat ofa misnomer. It consisted 
mostly of afew scientists and a couple 
of roll top desks. But Secy. Wilson 
made it something worth while. 

Secretary Wilson caused macaroni 
wheat to be imported, and set farm- 
ers of Ame@ica to raising it. He 
fostered the Sumatra leaf tobacco 
growing industry. It is due to him 
that mohair industry has grown to 
its present: proportions. He found 
that this country had been spending 
$29,000,000 a year for mohair. He 
couldn't see why it could not de 
raised here. He brought it over and 
now men in Texas and Arizona are 
growing rich on it. He introduced 
milch goats and started the task of 
restoring the extinct Morgan horse, 
the highest breed we ever had in 
this country. Secretary Wilson has 
given a great deal of attention to 
corn and solved the problem how to 
get as much corn as possible on one 
hill. Many other reforms are due 
to his energy. 

No one could ever do more with 
Congress for the farmers than Sec- 


retary Wilsén. He got what he 
wanted simply by jamming facts 
down the throats of the law-makers.

$100,000,000 has been invested in the 
different branches of the business. The 
defendants control, it is added, from 
70 to 80 per.cent. of the film business,

The Motion Picture Patents Com- 
pany, organised in New Jersey in Sep- 
tember, 1908, is the holding company 
of all the motion picture patents of 
the defendants. 

Other than collecting and dis- 
tributing royalties among the defend- 
ants the bill says the Patents com- 
pany’s only business is the bringing of 
law suite under the patents it holds. 
Hundreds of suits have been brought, 
it is alleged, to harass and oppress 
all persons engaged in the motion pic- 
ture business who have not obeyed 
its mandate.“ 

The General Film Company, or- 
ganized in Maine in April, 1910, and 
alleged to be the agency through 
which the defendants’ films are dis- 
tributed to exhibitors throughout the 
country, was formed, the = petition 
Avers, to monopolize the business of 
the rental exchanges, which previous- 
ly distributed the films. This com- 
pany. it is declared. has acquired the 
business or cancelled the licenses, re- 
ceived from the Motion Pictures Pat- 
ents Company of every rental ex- 
change in the United States, with one 
exception, at a cost of $2,243,089 in 
cash and $794,800 in preferred stock. 

INCEPTION OF POWER. 

The alleged unlawful combination 
of the defendants became effective 
Jamuary 1, 1909, according to the pe- 
tiffon. At that time the power of 
tRe monopoly of the defendants was 
absolute, it is stated, an they were 


the only manufacturers or importers |] 


of motion pictures in the country. 
Not one of the thousands of exhib‘- 
tors throughout the United States, it 
ia charged, can obtain a motion pic- 
ture manufactured by any one of the 
ten defendant manufacturers, unless 
he has received a license from the 
patents company, which obliges him 
to use the films of the alleged com- 
bination exclusively. 

An exhibitor has to pay $2 a week 
to the patents company, it is said, on 
every exhibiting machine owned by. 
him, even including machines sold 
years before to the exhibitors, with- 
out any conditions being attached to 
the sale. 

DICTATE TO THEATERS 

“Defendants through the patenta 
company,” the petition adds, “were 
enabled to and did determine wheth- 
er new motion picture theaters should 
or should not be opened and whether 
old ones should be closed, aithough 
defendants had no proprietary inter- 
est in such theaters. This power they 
have exercised and continue to exer- 
cise arbitrarily and unreasonably 
ona the patents company.” 

Bach of the ten film maaufactur- 
ing defendants have license agree- 
ments with the patents company, pro- 
viding films shall not fall into the 
hands of exhibitors who use any but 
the defendants’ exhibiting or project- 
ing machines. 

The patents company agreed with 
manufacturers of exhibiting ma- 
chines, stipulating that every ma- 
chine be sold subject to the condi- 
tion that it shall be used only for 
the films of the alleged combination. 
These agreements, it is said, fixed the 
selling price of machines. :

SENSATIONAL ARREST 
‘MOMENTARILY EXPECTED. 


ANTA BARBARA, Aug. 16.— [Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] Sensational de- 
velopments are momentarily ex- 
pected in connectien with the investi- 
gation of the recent destruction by 
fire of the Santa Barbara Country 
Club’s building in Montecito. Officers 
of the law, including Burns detectives, 
are said to be hot on the trail of the 
incendiary whose identity is awaited 
with keen interest by the exclusive 
members of the fashionable club. 
Probing of the mystery is being con- 
ducted at the behest of the insurance 
companies and the club, who are 
said to be anxious to land the gullty 
party, notwithstanding that rumors 
have connected the crime with one 
who is high in the social world. 
Rumors today were to the effect 
that the arrest of the incendiary may 
be expected at any time, detectives 
having made a clear case against one 
who has been under suspicion ever 
since the conflagration. During the 
blaze, added excitement was caused 
by a gun play in which Walter Kirch- 
ener, the assistant steward of the 
club, was shot, two bullets taking ef- 
fect in his arm and shoulder. He 
was removed to a hospital where he 
was confined for several weeks. It is 
said he has persistently maintained 
that he did not know his assailant, 
though he could give a good descrip- 
tion of him and knows every member 
of the club. : 
Kirchener is said to have made the 
statement that he was attacked by 
an intruder shortly after midnight 
while he, Kirchener, was going 
through the building to discover the 
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reason for an unusual sound. He de- 
clared he was just starting upstairs 
when the unknown grappled = with 


a site now at 
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him, a fight ensuing and Kirchener 
was shot. The assailant rushed from 
the club and immediately afterwards 
fire broke out in a closet on the sec- 
ond floor. 

A theory that has been accepted by 
many is that the incendiary had hid- 
den in the closet and either purpose- 
ly or accidentally set the building 
afire when he heard Kirchener ap- 
proaching. The most interesting ru- 
mor has had it that the guilty man 
had sneaked into the clubhouse ex- 
pecting to find his wife there with 
her paramour, and intended to shoot 
both of them and cover his crime 
with the ashes of the structure. 

When the clubhouse was burned 
the country club, the members of 
which number the most wealthy and 
most prominent people of Santa Bar- 
bara and Montecito, suffered a loss of 
$65,000 but, it is said, had the prop- 
erty insured for $35,000. The struc- 
ture was a gem of architecture and 
was located in one of the most pic- 
turesque spots of the beautiful Monte- 
cito district.

But although the Ganges is a river of 
it is different from any other river on the f 
the globe, and although the stream of hum 
life has been at all points composed of just 
man nature, the stream has differed in many re- 
spects at every h of history. | 

The stream of human life in our day runs 
broad and deep, and it is composed in every one 
of its elements of simple human nature. Here 
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attire, bejeweled, becrowned, fat as the cattle 
of Bashan, and proud as Lucifer himself. And 
all between lie atoms grading up from the most 
abject poverty to this one of the most abundant 
superfluity of luxury. But every atom is just 
human nature as every drop of water is just hy- 
drogen and oxygen. 

So when we ask in the headline if our is 
hysterical, we do not forget that it is one of the 
links in the river of human life and composed 
of just unadulterated human nature. Human 
nature has many ills that flesh is heir to coming 
down from one generation to another. There 
has been no epoch in which there were not hys- 
terical people. But the question is whether 
hysteria is epidemic in our time or simply is hu- 
man nature afflicted with sporadic cases? 

Why is the question asked? Let us point for 
an answer to two stories appearing recently al- 
most side by side, in the news columns of the 
daily press. Here is one grande dame sur- 
rounded by all the luxuries that abundant 
wealth command, in a home which might be 
made happy for her and by her, with a husband 
apparently devoted and indulgent. Yet up this 
lady bobs one fine morning and announces that 
the bonds of matrimony gall her like fetters of 
slavery, and that she can endure the restraints 
of the home no longer, but must break out and 
wander like a very Cain driven away from the 
society of all who care for her. It seems that 
she has a greater affection for horses and dogs 
than for human kind. What's the matter with 
the woman? It would seem as if it would re- 
quite little medical skill to diagnose her case 
and to proclaim that she was afflicted with an 
aggravated case of hysteria. 

The other story is of a pedigreed woman and 
her millionaire husband, neither of them young 
or giddy, but on the contrary, of mature years 
and hardened to all the exigent demands of soci- 
ety. They are enthroned in the lap of luxury 
and the woman has reigned as a queen over all 


that arrogates to itself the rank of the highest 


society in America. Without any apparent new 


influence to affect her, without a bit of prelimi- 


nary warning on her part, she rises up full to the 
gorge with luncheon and reads an awful homily 
to the other society dames around her. She is 
going away from the seaside resort where she is 
spending the summer, and she will return no 
more. She fails to inform her auditors whether 
she is going to “take the wings of the morning 
and remove to the uttermost parts of the sea 

or take flight by night and Hamlet’s admonition 
and “get her to a nunnery.” But she does tell 
all in the presence, and incidentally the wide 
world, what trouble is on her mind. It is worse 
than the case of the cHfap in the poem who had 
eaten the cucumber. Listen to her plaint. 

It's the same old dances, the same old lunch 
parties, the same old dinner parties.” Of course 
it is. It has been so for summer after summer 
for years, and this grande dame has undoubtedly 
been one of the most vapid and monotonous 
hostesses at the seaside. Her pink teas have 
been for years one after another as like as a col- 
lection of peas. Her dances have been done in 
the same steps by the same parties to the same 
tunes, time out of mind. Her dinners have been 
as monotonous as a hotel menu, and the conver- 
sation at all these functions has been made up 


of the smallest of small talk at the command of

monarchs of the present day. The late Queen
